Mi l l e r has received a long report from the 
I li l ted States marshal for the northern dis­
trict of Texas, regarding the difficultv of 
administering federal laws in consequence 
of a feeling of hostility on the part of oer-
taiu state afnciitl*. The trouble arose f r o m 
steps taken by the federal officers for t he 
protection of the four Marlowe brothers, 
held as government witnesses. A portion 
of the community Is-came exaa|*-rated at 
these men and attempted to wreak sum­
mary vengeance IIISJII them. As the ja i l at 
Graham was not secure, the federal officers 
started to remove them to s safer place. 
They had not proceeded far when they were 
attacked by a mob. Two of the 
Marlowes were ki l led on the first 
onslaught, when the other two wrest-
ed Unites from their assailants, 
amputated the feet of the dead brothers to 
whom they were manacled, HUAI lied to a 
farm house, where they held the inob at 
bay unti l assistance arrived. Three o i the 
mob were kil led aud a number wounded. 
Among those who have been indicted for 
complicity in this attack on governim-ni 
prisoners are two constables, the sheriff 
and a deputy sheriff of this county, an at­
torney and a son of the cou' tv judge. The 
district attorney says if the pits-tsars of the 
court are prostituted to shield from prose 
cut ion those who in this manner defy t la-
laws of the t inted States, respect for such 
pits-ess must cease. The municipal gov­
ernment of the young county not only fa i l s 
to provide a suitable j a i l for the use of the 
I l i l ted States court, but its officers are in 
violent antagonism thereto. He docs not 
see bow they call avoid the necessity of 
armed men at Graham during the sessions 
of the I nited Slates, and he makes all ap­
peal that congress remove the court to some 
" t i n ! point.

It tells of al l the n 
forins the league lias accomplished, and 
liow it has brought base bal l t o a high 
standard; how the salaries o f plaveis have 
more than trebled, and a higher 
degree of sk i l l been attained. S|a-ak 
ing o f the causes o f complaint, it says: 
" Tlie reserve rule was adopted for the lane 
fit of the weaker clubs, as a check B M H 
others, and that these weaker clubs might 
have the nucleus of a team for the next sea­
son. The system proving Is nelicial. the re­
serve list was increased. Incident I l o t h e 
reservation anste releaw-s for p cuniary 
considerations, but," the address says, "en-
cept in cases of disbanding o r retir ing 
clubs, the right o f a club's c la im has never 
been transferred without the players' co­
operation and consent. In the exceptional 
case of the disbaudment o r re­
tirement of a league club, o f which 
complaint was made by the brotherlnasl 
in 1̂ *7, a committee of players, after a o n 
ference, vu re obliged to admit that Mich in­
voluntary transfer was absolutely inaentiul 
to the welfare of the league." 

The address calls attention to the fact 
that the new players' league has given the 
"extraordinary |s>wer" of transferring 
players with or without the consent of the 
chili 's disbundiueiit to a central t r ibunal of 
sixteen directors, and says in view of these 
facts, the use of the lerins "slavery," "sold 
Ilk' sin • p." etc., Is-couies absurd. 

At tIn-annual meeting of the league in 
18*7, the bfuthwhood NOtifad recognition 
uu the statement ol its representatives that 
it was organized for Is-nevolent pur)siw s 
and disavowing any intention to interfere 
W i l l i tin- business affairs of 
the league. This contract baa M U M been 
violated by the league in letter or 
spirit. Regarding tin- alleged "enor-
B M M profits" of the league clubs, 
the address says that during the last five 
and only pros|«-roiis years the league lias 
known, there has been paid in cash divi­
dends to stiK-kholders in the eight league 
clubs li-ss than i » l . w h i l e dur ing the 
- line tune the league players have reci ivi <l 
i l l salaries over a mil l ion and a half dollars. 
The address says the brotherhood know 
when thev made a demand for a conference 
this summer there was no urgency for the 
consideration of their claims, and that the 
league could not without a sacrifice uf pe­
cuniary and other interests convene its 
clubs in mid-sniunier. They decid­
ed on the refusal to start an 
organization of rival assis-iatioiis, 
while receiving liberal salaries f rom their 
employers. I hey secured the signature* of 
nui"hers of their brother players under the 
false promise that they would only secede 
in the event of the league refusing theui 
justice, aud for sometime after the publi­
cation of their conspiracy, Sept. 7, they and 
their abettors denied there was any founda­
tion for the story, and n |s atedly pledged 
their word that the league should haves 
chance. The address concludes, " F r o m all 
tins that an edifice built o n falselnsal has 
no moral foundation and must perish of.its 
own weight. '1 he league wi l l a id its clubs 
in the enforcement of their contract rights 
and wi l l continue to do business as hereto­
fore.
